As journalists, it becomes a duty de- 


volved upon you to give your readers the 
fullest information obtainable on this inv 
portant matter, and feeling assured that 
you occupy a disinterested position in re- 
gard to tho subject, acd would cheerfully 
give any authoritative statements in re- 
gard to projects of vital importance to this 
community, I submit tho following com- 
munication. 


The railroad branches and extensions 


now proposed to be built to the oil 
gion, weio originally contemplated to be 
built at tbe same time as tbe Atlantic and 
Great Western Railroad w&s constructed.

Erie at New Tork, tho result became 
ruinous to both the Atlantic and the Erie 
companies, through tbe corruption anc 
frauds of tbe Erie magnate*.

potash, to unite with the gases of the pe- 
troleum in tho woll and aid combustion. 
A Sro ia then kindled which it is claimed 
penetrates to the remotest fissures, and 
causes the parafiae to melt out. 
After 


this has been burning for same time, an 
explosion takes place whioh cracks open 
the strata, and finally produces a vacuum' 
which causes the oil to rush into tho well 
The parafine ia therefore cleaned out, tbe 
strata cracked, and the oil is drawn into 


e well by suction at one operation. This 
an ingenious conception if it can ,be 
radically applied. It i* claimed to be 
ar superior to the ordinary torpidoing 
rocess, which it is asserted often drives 
so ptrcufine into the fissures >nd clogs 
lem up.
